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Sub-Standard Education for Minorities 


A variety of factors influence a child's 
development and determine whether he 
will become a productive member of 
society and realize the full potential of 
his abilities. Of these, the experience a 
child has in school is among the most 
important. For minority group children, 
the experience afforded them by the 
schools often is of critical importance in 
shaping the future course of their lives. 
For these children, the schools represent 
the opportunity to intervene in the cycle 
of failure and rejection which is so often 
their fate. In order to fulfill such a 
function the schools must first enable the 
minority children to succeed in the 
school environment 

The educational outcomes of minority 
children are key indicators of whether the 
schools are succeeding or failing. They are 
the acid test of how well the schools are 
affording equal educational opportunity. 


The U.S. Commission on Civil Rights 
today issued a report that shows the 
school systens of Texas, California, 
Colorado, New Mexico and Arizona are 
providing substandard education for the 
minority student, and for the Mexican 
American in particular 

The report, “The Unfinished 
Education: Outcomes for Minorities in 
the Five Southwestern States” said “the 
ultimate test of a school system's 
effectiveness is the performance of its 
students. Under that test, our schools (in 
the Southwest) are failing.” 

The Commission's research found 
minority group students in the Southwest 
show appreciably poorer records than 
Anglo students. Mexican Americans, 
blacks, and Indians are the potential 
dropouts, the semi-literate, the 
unqualified who, if unable to become an 
affirmative part of our society, may 
become a burden to it, noted the 
Commission. “An educational system 
that is inadequate for the minority child 
is a costly system for our country,” it 
reported. 

Of the five States Texas ranked the 
lowest, the report said. Nearly one-half of 
its Mexican American pupils leave school 
before completing the 12th grade. Black 
children also fare badly in Texas. An 
estimated 34 percent of the black 
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* Among bDbiacks, of every 100 
youngsters entering first grade, 99 attend 
the eighth grade, but only an estimated 
67 receive high school diplomas. 

* Mexican American and biack high 
school graduates have something closer to 
the equivalent of a 10th grade education 
obtained over a 12-year, sometimes 13 or 
14-year, period 

* Out of every 100 Mexican Americans 
who enter the first grade, 60 will graduate 
from high school, 23 will enter college 
and only about 5 will graduate 

* Mexican Americans are almost 3 
times as likely to repeat first grade as 
Anglos and almost twice as likely as 
blacks 

* By the end of the 12th grade, nearly 
one of every three Indian public school 
pupils in New Mexico has left school 

* From 50 to 70 percent of Mexican 
American and black students in the 
fourth, eighth, and 12th grades are 
reading below grade level compared with 
25 to 34 percent for Anglos. 

The educational outcomes of minority 
children are key indicators of whether the 
schools are succeeding or failing. They are 
a prime source that shows how well the 
schools are affording equal educational 
opportunity. The report documents vast 
discrepancies in these outcomes for 
students of different ethnic groups. 

A Chicano student entering school 
with little knowledge of English does not 
test well in the schools’ reading 
achievement tests, the Commission noted. 
Judged inadequate, the Chicano student 
is often placed in “pre-first” grades thus 
becoming handicapped at the onset. This 
leads to, among other things, excessive 
grade repetitions, lowered academic 
achievement, and a 40 percent dropout 
rate for the Chicano. 

School officials say that the purpose of 


Students leave between the eighth and 
12th grades 

In California, Mexican Americans are 
2.5 times more likely than Anglos to 
leave school before high school 
graduation while blacks are 2.3 times as 
likely not to graduate. As for Colorado, 
New Mexico and Arizona, Anglos still 
have the lowest rate of loss, the 
Commission ssaid. 

The report was released by 
Commission officials in press conferences 
in Dallas, Los Angeles, Denver and 
Washington. It is the second of the 
Commission’s comprehensive reports that 
look at Mexican Americans and other 
minorities in Southwestern schools. The 


Americans in the Public Schools of the 
Southwest,” was released in May. A third 
report is scheduled for release early next 
year. 

In “The Unfinished Education,” the 
Commission surveyed students 
performance in 532 schooi districts and 
1166 individual schools. It measured 
reading ability, grade repetition, pupil age 
to grade, dropout rate and extra 
curricular participation. Other 
Southwest-wide findings by the 
Commission include: 

* By the eighth grade, 9 percent of 
Mexican Americans have already left 
school. At the time of high school 
graduation only 60 percent of Chicanos 


grade repetition is to increase the level of 
achievement for the student. The 
Commission found, however, that the 
students’ ultimate achievement level does 
not generally improve and that instead 
grade repetition predisposes the student 
to drop out before completion of high 
school. 

The U.S. Commission on Civil Rights is 
an independent, bipartisan factfinding 
agency created by Congress in 1957. 

A representative of the Commission on 
Civil Rights will be on campus this 
Thursday to reveal some of the details of 
this report and its implications to 
California education.

The all- American crime

RE: “‘THE ALL-AMERICAN 
CRIME” 

To Karen 

I read your article in the Nov 
30 issue of the Hornet with 
emotions of confusion, laughter, 
and grief. You're upset about 
rape, and rightly so because rape 
is an especially ugly crime. But 
your article, “The all-American 
Crime,” was itself a fairly serious 
offense in defense against which 
I offer a few good swift kicks in 
several of its many “vulnerable 
spots.” 

To begin with, Karen, you've 
got your facts all screwed up 
You begin with the claim that 
rape is the “most frequently 
committed violent crime in the 
country.”” Wrong. Forcible rape 
represents only about 6% of the 
violent crimes in the U.S. The 
crime of aggravated assault 
occurs almost ten times as 
frequently as rape, if we are to 
believe the FBI crime statistics 
Most rapes are not reported, of 
course, but neither are most 
aggravated assaults. You claim 
an American woman's chances 
of getting raped are one in three 
Wrong again. At the FBI 
reported rate of 35 rapes per 
100,000 female population per 
year, American women will have 
to live to be several hundred 
years old to achieve the one in 
three odds 

Now about what constitutes 
rape under the law: Here you are 
again confused You indicate 
that “if a woman knows 4 man 
it is not rape.” It ws so rape. The 
essentials of every legal 
definition of rape have to do 
with the act being forcible and 
against the will of the victim 
“Will” is indicated by resistance 
but according to the state penal 
code resistance need only be 
such as to manifest her refusal to 
consent. The law says nothing 
about whether you know the 


rapist or not. Of course, if you 
know him as a frequent bed 
partner, that circumstance might 
understandably be used by 
defense counsel to impugn your 
caemeny, regarding the issue of 
consent. You also claim that if a 
octor can not find any sperm, 
it isn’t rape, and lament that “A 
woman's word is not enough.” 
Thousands of rape convictions 
have been achieved without a 
doctor's discovery of that most 
telling bit of evidence. But 
conviction does znd must 
require more than a woman's 
word. The accused in this 
country is held innocent until 
proven guilty, and if he says he’s 
innocent and she says he’s 
guilty, and there is no evidence 
to support her charge other than 
her disputed word. the court has 


no reason to disbelieve him and 
believe her, especially when he 
spends years in a jail or is 
executed as a result. Likewise, to 
have raped in the past is not 
proof that one has raped again, 
and eon records certainly should 
not admissible in court. What 
kind of justice are you asking 
for? 

You indicate that the 
underlying cause of all this rape 
is that our “male dominated 
society doesn't really care 
about rape, that “to men, st iS a 
laughing matter That's 
downright silly. In many states 
rape, ranks with trpason an 
murder as a capital offense. An 
what do you think they lynched 
all those ople for before the 
Civil Rights movement? What 
American male jury would 
convict 4 person of murder if the 
murder had been committed 
against a rapist of his wife, or 
daughter, or sister, or old maid 
aunt”? You note that arrest and 
conviction rates are low in 


rape cCaseS. but that in no 
way indicates that police don't 
care about rapists. Rape is an

extremely private crime. there 
are seldom witnesses other than 
the victim, and the victim is 
often attacked from behind or in 
the dark, and is thus unable to 
identify an assailant. There is 
often little in the way of 
circumstantial evidence to help 
Small worder that it’s extremely 
hard to catch a rapist. I've got a 
lot of gripes about Americar 
police but underzealousness in 
pursuit of rapists isn't one of 
them 

But you say it’s worse than 
society not caring, it’s a matter 
of men exploiting and totally 
‘degrading’ women. Thats 
absurd. You call it a “political 
act.” A passionate act, an ugly 
act, an evil act, even an act of 
hate, I could buy, but 
“political,” no. I suppose you 
intend to suggest that is an act in 
which one ‘‘political 
group’’- males-singles out 
another ‘‘political 
group” females—for attack and 
degradation. Whatever tortured 
urges motivated your average 
rapist, | doubt that politics is 
one of them. Choice of the 
victim's sex, | suggest, is made 
on a baser level. Most males are 
heterosexual they prefer to 
make it with females—so when 
they rape, their victims® are 
females. That's not politics, 
Karen, it's biology. Some rapists 
are homosexual males-they 
prefer males so they rape males 
That isn't politics either. If you 
mean by ‘‘political act,” a 
rhetorical act in the sense that 
the rapist says by his behavior 
that the victim is beneath him 
and is a mere physical object, 
consider that such behavior 
could as readily be interpreted 
to say that the rapist accepts the 
culture's teaching that he, as a 
male, is no more than an animal 
in matters of sex, that his urges 
are uncontrollable. His behavior 
in short can be interpreted as 
self-degradation as easily as it 
can be said to imply victim 
degradation 

The only action you advocate 
in your article is self-defense. I'll

different 


go for that idea, but only 
because I’ve read good reason 
for it elsewhere; you provide 
none in the article. | suggest 
though, that your advocacy of 
kicking the attacker in the groin 
and ripping off an arm smacks 
more of revenge than of defense 
Obviously, | think you've 
written an extremely incorrect 
and illogical argument for female 
self-defense. I also think it’s too 
bad. Self-defense against rapists, 
like women’s liberation is an 
extremely right and important 
cause. You've set it back a few 
steps 
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Editor's note: Too many times serious 
problems are swept under the rug by 
thoughts similar to this commentary. 
the problem be American 
racism, sexism, the war in Vietnam or 
rape there are always individuals who 
would minimize the crisis by attempting 
to debate meaningless statistics. Here two 
**scholars” have 
MacKenzie’s story and have sought to 
refute it with opposing facts. They have 
in effect announced that “rape is no 
problem because our statistics are 
than yours.” They ignore 
completely, assuming they cared enough 
to find it, the message of the story. That 
despite the illegality of rape on paper, the 
manner in which a victim is treated by 
the police and the stigma society will 
place on her if she admits to having been 
raped, states, in reality, that the crime 
might just as well be legal. The legal 
references in the story referred to the 
reality of a victimized woman, not the 
fantasy of an ill-edministered criminal 
code. We suggest that if the authors of 
this commentary, and others who think 
like them, really care gbout the problem 
they will stop reading reports from J. 
Edgar Hoover and try talking tos woman 
who has been through the experience. 
They might learn something.

“Or else, when they 
added the emulsifiers to it, they 
didn’t mix it up properly, and 
you just got a concentrated 
amount of the stuff that they 
use to harden the cheese.” 

Needless to say, Mary does not 
buy that kind of cheese 
anymore, or any other kind of 
cheese which doesn’t tell what 
its ingredients are. Even the 
cheese that is sold in most health 
food stores has rennet in it as a 
hardening agent, which is a 
substance taken from the fourth 
stomach of a slaughtered calf. 
Because I and the people that I 
live with are all vegetarians, we 
find that distasteful, but our 
objection to chemicals in food is 
based on many reasons 
superceding that of the personal 
philosophical beliefs that we 
share. 

The day that I discovered that 
commercially prepared cottage 
cheese has Plaster of Paris in it 
was the day I decided to quit 
buying cottage cheese. “Oh, 
no!”’ explains one dairy product 
distributor. “We do not use 
Plaster of Paris at all. We use a 
very high grade of material 
calcium suljate.”’ 

Plaster of Paris is very closely 
related to calcium sulfate. It is 
added to cottage cheese to give 
the curds an attractive, firm 
appearance, and to absorb excess 
moisture. It is known as a 
stabilizer. Other appetizing (sic) 
things done to cottage cheese in 
its preparation include: washing 
the curds with sodium 
hypochlorite; adding diocetyl 
(an artificial butter flavoring), 
dying it with annatto and/or 
cochinell; and finally, as the 
coup de mort, adding hydrogen

By 
dosing the animals with potent 
drugs, meat producers can crowd 
them into filthy pens, get them 
fat quick, and send them to

“The antibiotics usually end up 
in the food (they're even used as 
uncooked poultry dips, or on ice 
packed around fresh fish) and in 
our bodies. Chronic exposure to 
antibiotics immunizes the body 
against their useful therapeutic 
effects, so when bacterial 
infections strike, there aren't 
any drugs which can do the job. 
Antibiotics also disrupt the 
intestinal flora, fouling up the 


digestive system and _ body 
metabolism. Tetracyclines, as 
Food and Agriculture

Nations) additive experts warn, 
bind to teeth and calcium and 


inhibit skeletal growth in

Recently, there has been a 
sudden surge in the interest of 
films both on and off campus.

The first wine was probably made back in the cave-man days, 
when one of the more enterprising Neanderthals developed his own 
cure for athlete’s feet. Since then, the art of making wine has 
progressed to such a degree that the wine no longer has that delicate 
toejam taste, even though much of it is still aged in caves. 

This ancient art has been passed on to modern winemasters 
mostly via family tradition, and not by the most obvious pun (the 
grapevine?). Wine-making basically consists of three different 
activities: (1) the crushing of the grapes to obtain their juice, (2) 
fermentation of that juice to obtain the wine and (3) the maturation 
of the wine until it is fit for consumption, according to the 
winemaster’s *t Jards. The distinctive character of each wine is due 
to the species of grape from which it was crushed. Other factors that 
may influence the character of the wine are geographical and 
meterological conditions. One reason California’s Napa Valley is so 
popular with grape growers, is because of its mild weather with little 
fluctuation from year to year 

The process of changing grape juice to wine is an interesting one 
to most people because it is a natural phenomenon. For you 
cnem-freak® the formula concerning this alcoholic fermentation is as 
follows 

CoH, 1% (Grape Sugar) = 2C,H,O ( Alcohol) + 200, (Carbon Dioxide) 


For everyone elise, | would suggest reading one or more of the many 
authoritative references available on wine-making before undertaking 
even the smallest grape-squeezing venture. The most striking 
differences in wine- such as the dark or light color, still or sparkling 
nature, sweet or dry quality are due to the manner and degree to 
which they are fermented, and to the way they are treated during 
and after fermentation. The smallest alteration of procedure may 
drastically change the quality or nature of your wine 

if the idea of making you own wine doesn’t particularly appeal to 
your sense of justice then perhaps there are a few things you may 
want to know about the purchase and consumption of commercially 
prepared wines for your private pleasure 

If you are keeping a couple of old bottles of wine around your 
house, (waiting for them to properly mature, perhaps?), don’t store 
the bottles standing up. Wine should aiways be stored lying down on 
its side, so its cork will stay moist. If the cork dries out, spoilage of 
the wine will occur, due to the air that will get into the bottle. Also, 
stored wine should be kept in a cool, dark place. About 55-60 
degrees is just right, but the big thing in wine storage is to keep the 
temperature fairly constant. It should vary no more than a few 
degrees all year round 

If your wine has finally reached that point in time that makes you 
think it is ready for drinking, then you should seriously consider 
decanting it. If the wine is at least 3 years old, then it should be 
decanted. The reason for decanting is to remove the sediment that 
precipitates during aging. To decant the wine, the first step is to let 
the wine bottle stand upright for a period of preferably one to three 
hours. After it has set, slowly pour the wine into another bottle 
Place a candle behind the bottle you are pouring from, and the 
second you see a little sediment coming across, stop 

White wines and sparkling wines such as Champagne and rose 
shouid be served cold. The big question is, what is cold? It is 
generally accepted that 45 degrees is just about right. If one doesn't 
have a thermometer, he may put the wine in the refrigerator for 
about 2 hours before serving, or it may be placed in a wine bucket 
with ice cubes and water for about 15 minutes. Red wines should be 
served at room temperature. The standard of “room temperature”’ 
was set long ago (definitely before the advent of central heating) and 
at that time the room temperatures averaged somewhere around 
65-68 degrees, which by coincidence, is the perfect temperature for 
serving red wines. It is permissible to bring down the temperature of

a red wine by placing it in the refrigerator five minutes before 
serving 

One final caution before nouring the wine into your glass. In 
order to avoid the metallic taste that you may have experienced in 
some wines, there is a procedure that if followed correctly, should 
remedy the situation. First remove the metal capsule from the top of 
the wine bottle below the lip. With a clean cloth, carefully clean the 
top of the bottle off between the cork and the glass. This is done 
because it’s impossible to pour wine from a bottle without spilling a 
little on the lip. And since the metal cap is sometimes corroded, the 
wine could pick up a metallic taste if it were to spill over the edge 
Now remove the cork, gently, so as not to disturb the wine. The 
wing-type corkscrew pictured is recommended for this activity 
because you don’t have to jerk it to get the cork out. 

By now, I’m sure I have enlightened some readers, confused some, 
and turned off others. As any “Spanada” freak can tell you, the best 
way to drink wine is to put it into the refrigerator, leave it, come 
back later, unscrew the top, and if the mood grabs you, chug it 
straight from the bottle. I’ll have to admit that I too am an advocate 
of “doing your own thing” when it comes to drinking wine. If you 
like your red wines chilled, then by all means chill them. All I intend 
to do with this article and the ones that will follow it, is relay some 
of the information that has been compiled by the “connoisseurs” of 
wine-drinking and hope that some of this information may increase 
the pleasure you may be deriving from the drinking of any wines. If 
this article has stirred even a little bit of interest in the subject of 
wine within you, then be sure to stay attuned with the Hornet for 
the next article in this series which will deal with why wine doesn’t 
necessarily get better the older it gets, and why Cyrano De Bergerac
